Village board designates 
odd/even watering days 



Following complaints made at the com- 
mute meeting of the Antioch Village Board 
last week, residents of the Oakwood Knolls 
subdivision returned to the regular meeting 
of the board on Monday to settle what 
amounts to a neighborhood dispute on access 
and parking problems in the area of Park 
Ave. going north from Lake Ave. 

Joseph Bauer, 167 Lakewood Dr. appeared 
with a petition reportedly signed by SO to 60 
people. 

The petition asked that Park Ave., going 
north from Lake Ave., be opened for parking 
and also asked that a gravel base be put 
down on the area. ' 

Mayor Mike Maley said -^hat he had 
thought that the main problem was the dust 
factor but after talking to the. people involved ' 
' realized that there was a parking problem 
along with others having to do with boat ac- 
cess, bicycles and dogs. 
. Howard May, voiced the opinion of many 
of those living in the area that, although they 
maintained the property, there was no ob- 
jection to people using it but there was an ob- 
jection to a road being puUhrough it. ' : - 

Attorney Andrew Lynch answered a query 
concerning maintenance -leading- to eventual 
i possession by ' M#hg 'that although the 
people in the area maintained the property it 
would always remain village property unless 
vacated by the village. 

Joseph Veith, president of the Oakwood 
Knolls Property Owners Association said 
that the purpose of the association was to 
handle problems in Oakwood Knolls and the 
problem before the board had hot been 
brought before the association where it 
might have been settled without involving 
the village board. 

At this point Haley said that the board was 
there' to help all the residents of Antioch 
when asked to do so. 

All those residents present seemed 
satisfied with the board proposal of settling 
the dust problem with the seal coating and 
Haley's suggestion that the board sit down 
with the people and through mediation, at- 



tempt to find an amicable solution to the 
dispute. 

Other business transacted at the board 
meeting included the board taking the 
necessary approval steps to finalize the an- 
nexation of the Pedersen property, which is . 
bounded by Rt. 173, Rt. 59, Bayview Dr. and 
Lake Marie. 

The board took the same steps in com- 
pleting the annexation of the Koziol property, 
consisting of eight lots located in the in* 
dus tijia i section off of Anita Dr. 

Don Amundsen, finance chairman, 
received approval of his motions: to. par- 
ticipate in the purchase of window blinds for 
the Safety Building, with the village paying 
one third of the cost of $786.10, the other two 
thirds being picked up by the First Fire 
District and the Antioch Fire Fighters 
Association; to accept the landscaping bid of 
Lon Eslinger and Co. of $6,431.50, subject to 
further negotiations concerning the deletion 
or alteration of some items to decrease the 
cost; the village being liable for one half of

Ron Cunningham received approval on his 
motions: to accept the bid of Able Fire and 
Safety Equipment Inc., in the amount of 
$l ,584 for the purchase of 'two rescue saws 
and steel carrying cases, purchase to be paid 
out of revenue sharing; to hire Dennis Gran- 
field as patrolman in the Antioch Police 
Dept.; to recind the hiring of Steven 
Kussman as patrolman in the Antioch Police 
Dept..- 

Vern Barnstable, public works and 
buildings chairman, received approval on 
motions to: authorize the public works dept. 
to sea) coat the access road to the Oakwood 
Knolls boat dock; to authorize the village 
engineer to revue the f loodplain regulations; 
to advertise for bids for a three-quarter ton 
truck, with four wheel drive and snow plow, 
bids to be opened on Monday, August 4. 

The only other important action taken by 
the board was the approval of the payment of 
$18,750 to A.I. Painting Co. for the painting of 
the tank and tower on Toft Ave.

"It 
sounds good, but that still 
doesn't get you too far when 
other costs are rising so 
much," Hogan said. 

The superintendent an- 
nounced also that heating 
bills for last year decreased . 
from the prior year's $9,164 
to $9,036. "Considering that 
rates rose tremedously, a 
reduction is terrific," he 
sajd. "Our energy con- 
servation measures have 
paid up."

Branwell judged insane 



According to Assistant, State's Attorney 
Michael Conroyd, Dr. Donald Branwell, for- 
merly in dental practise in Antioch, was 
found not guilty by reason of insanity of, the 
murder of his former roommate, Dr. 
Richard Kueltzo on January 5. 

Lake County Judge Harry D. Strouse han- 
ded down the not guilty decision on Tuesday, 
July 15. 

Conroyd said that Branwell, who was still 
. in need of psychiattric treatment, was 
remanded to the Lake County Mental Health 
Dept. 

According to authorities Branwell stabbed 
Kueltzo 97 times after an argument that 



began at the murder victim's home and con- 
tinued after the victim was chased by Bran- 
well. 

After being arrested by authorities who 
were called by his brother, to whom he had 
confessed the "murder of Satan," Branwell- 
was intially found competent to stand trial by 
Strouse but in the ensuing trial, testimony by 
psychiatrists Arthur Woloshui and Dover 
Roth said that the defendant was " anxious, 
delusional and insane at the time of the stab- 
bing." 

At the present time, Branwell is in Forest 
Hospital, DesPlaines, awaiting psychiactric 
placement by the Mental Health Dept.

An Antioch couple, and their family and 
friends, rubbed elbows with tradgedy on Sun- 
day, July 13, when their 33 foot cruiser inex- 
plicably caught fire while three miles off 
Lake Michigan's shore, near Racine, Wis. 

Dr. Al Bucar and his wife Phyllis and 
seven others were aboard their boat, the Ole, 
celebrating the 21st birthday of their son 
Jim, when the near calamity struck. 

JIM BUCAR noticed the smoke coming 
from the bilge area at approximately 5:25 
p.m. 

By the time that the senior Bucar; an An- 
tioch optometrist, reached the engines, a 
raging fire was already in progress. 

JBucar says, "The fact that the tanks were 
carrying 150 gallons of fuel caused me to fear 



fiberglass boat. 

Just then another cruiser, pulled alongside 
in a second and this time successful, rescue 
try. 

Then the badly Shaken survivors of the Ole 
Were taken to the safety of the Kenosha dock. 

The boat was later towed to shore, sinking 
in the process. ' 

"IT WAS the most helpless and the worst 
feeling I've ever had," says the senior 
Bucar. . -»'';.. 

Phyllis Bucar described her reaction to 
this terrifying incident by saying, "I had told 
my son that I .wanted this to be a birthday he - 
would remember, and I'm sure he will/' 

'She continues, "It was a series of 
dangerous incidents and from reports, we 
were close to death. It makes you feel that

an explosion, so my first thought was to get you should, really do something important 



these people off the boat." 

EVERYBODY was nervously attempting 
to don their lifejackets, when an 18 foot 
fiberglass boat pulled alongside, braving the 
gasoline drenched water to take the 
passengers of the Ole aboard. 
. But since the rescue boat, driven by 
George Baker, Racine, already had four 
passengers on board, the addition of the 
rescued nine people started to sink the 



with the rest of your life.". 

Only two minor injuries were suffered. The 
junior Bucar's fiancee sustained leg 
lacerations while her mother had to have a

She needs to contact an 
insurance agent to see if her area has met the rules and 
regulations for approval of flood insurance, either through 
the emergency or the regular program.
